The  Work  contains  some  five  thousand  words  and 
phrases  not  generally  to  be  found  in  Urdu  or  Hindu- 
stani Dictionaries,  however  bulky,  but  which  are  never- 
theless commonly  used  all  over  India ;  as  well  as  terms 
to  be  met  with  in  the  vernacular  Scientific  Treatises 
—chiefly  translations  from  the  Arabic,  Persian,  and  Sans- 
krit, in  which  the  words  in  those  languages  have  been 
retained,  there  being  no  equivalents  for  them  in  Urdu— 
and  in  practical  scientific  works,  which  have  been  from 
time  to  time  translated  from  English,  under  the  patronage, 
or  by  the  order,  of  the  different  Governments  of  India,  and 
which  are  now  the  text-books  in  all  Government  Colleges 
and  Public  Schools.
